lAn 'FBI Tale That Doesn 


The rationale for burglarizing the of¬ 
fice of Daniel Ellsberg’s psychiatrist 
given by John D. Ehrlichman’s sworn 
testimony is shredded by one fact not 
disclosed until now: a 1971 secret 
meeting between G. Gordon Liddy and 
•FBI officials. 

1 Liddy asked whether the FBI was se- 
luusly investigating Fllsbcrgs disclo¬ 
sure of the Pentagon Papers. The an¬ 
swer was an unequivocal yes. Indeed, 
tacts not revealed previously repudiate 
suggestions by Khrlichman — and Presi¬ 
dent Nixon himself—that the FBI was 
li estraincd from probing Ellsberg by J. 
liidgar Hoover’s non-cooperation. 

Khrlichman and the President were 
cither given false information, or dis¬ 
torted the truth. Tin* result was an ille¬ 
gal act, now defended by Khrlichman 
as*a proper exercise of presidential 
power, that never would have been en¬ 
tertained by the FBI. As elsewhere in 
Watergate, the Kllshcrg burglary can 
be traced to one of two sources: presi¬ 
dential complicity or presidential con¬ 
tusion. 

The dispute stems from Ehrlich¬ 
man’s testimony Tuesday that his lieu¬ 
tenant, Egil (Bud) Krogh (head of the 
new' “Plumbers” unit), told him that “1 
having real trouble getting the FBI 
to move on this (the Ellsberg case).'” 


1 In fact, a key Plumber, Liddy, vis¬ 
ited FBI headquarters in the summer 
j of 1971 after the Pentagon Papers 
( were leaked and published. He told a 
j Hoover lieutenant that a secret White 
House unit had been formed under 
Krogh’s leadership to plug leaks of se- 
i purity information—the first the FBI 

heard of the Plumbers. Liddy w as told 
(the FBI had plugged the leaks itself. 


When Liddy next asked about the 
Ellsberg investigation, he was taken to 
fchc FBI official in charge of the case. 
This official told Liddy the Ellsberg 
jprobe was, in FBI parlance, “a spe¬ 
cial,” with a separate staff, and that 
“we are going all out.” Liddy did not 
dispute tills. ^ _ » —■»—7"* _ 


In truth w nearly double the ftg^p ts 
woiTing 5n the Berrigan Siasc, Tnen 
IHoover’s favorite cause, were assigned 
to the Ellsberg unit. Although Hoover’s 
bureaucratic red tape probably ham¬ 
pered the investigation, nobody at the 
|FB1 gives any credence to Ehrlich¬ 
man’s testimony—previously attrib¬ 
uted to Mr. Nixon—that Hoover smoth¬ 
ered the Ellsberg probe. 

Ehrlichman testified Tuesday that 
then Atty. Gen. John Mitchell told him 
“we have a very tough problem” be¬ 
cause Hoover prohibited an FBI inter¬ 
view' of millionaire toy manufacturer 
Louis Marx, Ellsberg’s father-in-law 
and Hoover’s close friend. Moreover, 
testifying earlier before the Ervin com¬ 
mittee, presidential aide Richard 
Moore said Mr. Nixon told him this 
year the White House itself investigated 
the Ellsberg case because of Hoover’s 
friendship with Marx. . : 

The facts are that Marx was inter¬ 
viewed by the FBI. A proposed inter¬ 
view' had been disapproved by Hoover, 
but Charles Brennan, then an assist¬ 
ant director, inadvertently overlooked 
Hoover’s disapproval and authorized 
the interview (which turned out to be 
lunproductive). Marx told the FBI 


agent he disagreed philosophically 
with his super-dovish son-in-law- and 
did not even know his whereabouts. 

When he learned this*, an outraged 
jHoover banished Brennan to a field 
office (a transfer overruled by Mitch¬ 
ell, *as Ehrlichman testified). The bi¬ 
zarre case reveals the petty tyranny 
common in Hoover’s later years. But 
even Hoover’s toughest critics could 
not claim it remotely affected investi¬ 
gating the Ellsberg case. 

| Nor would those FBI officials crit¬ 
ical of Hoover’s latter-day caution 
have dreamed recommending a bur¬ 
glary of the psychiatrist’s office.

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about the burglary. Mr. PETERSEN thereupon telephoned SILBERT 
and told him the President said to have nothing to do with 
the burglary. 

On April 19, Mr. PETERSEN received a memo from 
Deputy Assistant Attorney General MARONEY advising a check 
of FBI and Department of Justice files was negative. The 
files did show the FBI conducted an interview with Dr. 

FIELDING which produced negative results. Mr. MARONEY 
indicated that in a purely legal context, in bis judgment, 
information about the burglary was not producible under the 
rule in Brady Vs. The United States. 

Mr. PETERSEN pondered a course of action to follow 
in conjunction with three relevant factors: 

1. The President had instructed him to do nothing 
more with the information about the burglary. 

2. Was the information legally producible under 
the Brady Rule? 

3. Even if, in the strict sense, the information 
was not legally producible, would not a disclosure of this 
information at a later date cause an even more severe public 
reaction than to disclose the information now? 

Mr. PETERSEN asked himself what he would do if 
this was a less important case and finally decided the 
information had to be turned over to the Court. 

On April 25, 1973, Mr, PETERSEN discussed the burglary 
with Attorney General KLEINDIENST. He told Mr. KLEINDIENST 
he had a real problem and did not know what to do with it, 
explaining that while not strictly related to Watergate it 
did arise out of that investigation. Later the same day, 
the Attorney General requested an opinion from the Solicitor 
General on the problem, expressed in hypothetical terms. 

The Solicitor General, sharing Mr. PETERSEN's view, said the 
matter was producible. Mr. PETERSEN was not present during 
the discussion with the Solicitor General. 

Mr. KLEINDIENST and Mr. PETERSEN both concluded 
the matter must be brought again to the attention of the 
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President. If the President did not authorize disclosure 
to the Court both Mr. KLEINDIENST and Mr. PETERSEN determined 
they would submit their resignations. Mr. PETERSEN gave the 
Attorney General copies of the GILBERT and MARONEY memos. 

The Attorney General consulted with the President 
on April 25, returned to the Department of Justice and told 
Mr. PETERSEN the President agreed the matter should be made 
known to the court. Mr. PETERSEN then authorized disclosure 
and the information was sent to Mr. DAVID NISSEN, the 
Government's Prosecutor in the ELLSBERG Case. Mr. NISSEN 
received the information about the burglary April 26, 1973.'"

The packages 
contained biographic summaries on people having some relation¬ 
ship with E. HOWARD HUNT;’ copies of certain documents previously 
furnished to the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI)'and 
Xeroxed copies of photographs. J 


EARL SILBERT of the United States Attorney's Office and 
Mr. PEiERSEN examined the Xeroxed copies of the photographs in 
connection with the Watergate investigation. There were six or 
seven Xeroxed copies of photographs. The photographs were of 
what appeared to be the interior of a motel room. One photograph 
showed G. GORDON LIDDY standing in a parking lot. The photograph 
of the parking lot also showed tv/o signs bearing the names 
'ROTHBURG" (phonetic) and "FIELDING". The names meant nothing to 
those familiar with the Watergate investigation and at that time 
had no impact on the Watergate case. 


After JOHN DEAN furnished information to EARL SILBERT 
about the burglary of the office of ELLSBERG's psychiatrist 
(April 15, 1973) the Department double-checked the FBI file 
This was done sometime between April 18 - 20, 1973, and it was 
then discovered Dr. FIELDING had been interviewed by the FBI. 
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It was at that time the Department first recognized the 
significance of the photograph of the parking lot showing a 
sign with FIELDING'S name on it.

General ROBERT E. CUSHMAN, Commandant, United States 
Marine Corps, was advised June 29, 1973, Special Prosecutor 
ARCHIBALD COX requested Investigation into all details and 
ramifications of the burglary of the office of DANIEL ELLSBERG's 
psychiatrist. Dr. LEWIS FIELDING. The General was informed 
that according to information available, JOHN EHRLICHMAN called 
General CUSHMAN in July, 1971, requesting Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) support for E. HOWARD HUNT and that in August, 1971, 
General CUSHMAN informed EHRLICHMAN that CIA had discontinued 
that assistance. General CUSHMAN was asked if he had further 
discussions with EHRLICHMAN concerning CIA support given HUNT 
during that period of 1971 or discussion wi.tii EHRLICHMAN about 
the burglary of the office of ELLSBERG’s psychiatrist. General- 
CUSHMAN advised as follows: 

In December, 1972, EARL SILBERT, United States Attorney's 
Office submitted a request to CIA for information about the 
agency's relationship with HUNT. The General was asked by 
. CIA to prepare a memorandum concerning his recollection of the 
request for support given HUNT in 1971. General CUSHMAN 
submitted his memorandum sometime In January, 1973, advising 
CIA that to the best of his recollections, although he made 
no record of the call, either EHRLICHMAN, CHARLES COLSON or 
JOHN DEAN called him and asked him to give HUNT support, that 
HUNT was a bona fide employee of the White House and would call 
to see General CUSHMAN. 

General CUSHMAN surmises EHRLICHMAN saw this memo¬ 
randum because EHRLICHMAN subsequently called General CUSHMAN 
in January, 1973, and told him his records show that he 
(EHRLICHMAN) was out of town, in California, in early July, 

1971, and he could not remember making a call to the General 
at that time. EHRLICHMAN asked General CUSHMAN if he remembered 
the call. General CUSHMAN told EHRLICHMAN he remembered 
receiving the telephone call but had made no record of it. He 
told EHRLICHMAN that out of fairness to him he would tear up 
his memorandum and report he could not remember who at the White 
House actually called him and asked that assistance be given 
to HUNT.

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JOHN DEAN also called the General about that time and 
reminded him that he and DEAN had not met by July, 1971* 

CIA made a subsequent search of the minutes of daily 
staff meetings held at CIA and found an entry wherein the General 
announced to the staff that EHRLICHMAN had called him and 
informed him HUNT was a member of the White House Staff and 
was working on security matters. General CUSHMAN concluded 
the call from EHRLICHMAN was received on or about July 7, 1971, 
because it was on the next day he brought the matter up at 
this staff meeting. 

At no time during his conversation with EHRLICHMAN 
in January, 1973, did EHRLICHMAN say anything to General CUSHMAN 
about a burglary nor did EHRLICHMAN mention ELLSBERG's name. 
General CUSHMAN first learned of the burglary of Dr. FIELDING’S 
office from the newspapers while the General was in Europe. 

General CUSHMAN has had no additional discussion 
with EHRLICHMAN subsequent to the January, 1973, telephone 
on 1.1. about HUNT'S activities in 1971, nor has EHRLICHMAN ever 
discussed with him the burglary of* Dr. FIELDING' r. office.

Reference is made to FBI memorandum to the Assistant 
Attorney General, Criminal Division, dated May U, 1973, captioned. _ 
"U. S. vs. Anthony Joseph Russo, Jr., and Daniel Ellsberg. " 

The referenced memorandum confirmed the telephonic request 
of Deputy Assistant Attorney General Kevin T. Maroney for FBI 
Agents to examine documents formerly in the possession of 
* Egil Krogh, Jr., prior to his resignation as Under Secretary of 

Transportation. These documents were located in Mr. Krogh’s Office 
at the Department of Transportation and were turned over to the FBI 
by Mr. Frank Stanton, Security Officer of the Department of 
Transportation. According to Mr. William M. Treadwell, Attorney 
at Law, 910 16th Street, Northwest, Washington, D. C., he had 
obtained approval for the turning over of this material to the FBI from 
Mr. Krogh on May 10, 1973.

In connection with the above-mentioned telephonic request of 
Mr. Maroney, it was also requested that the Department be advised of 
the identities of any Government documents in order that arrangements 
could be made to have these documents re-claimed. Enclosed for your 
information are two copies of a memorandum dated May 25, 1973, at 
Washington, D. C., which sets forth an inventory of the documents 
obtained from the Office of Egil Krogh, Jr., at the Department of 
Transportation. Copies of pages 1 through 64 of this memorandum 
were previously furnished Mr. Maroney and a copy was in turn furnished 
the Special Prosecutor's Office by the Department. Copies of pages 
65 through 77 were furnished the Special Prosecutor's Office by this 
Bureau.

After our conversation yesterday, I called Senator Lowell P. 

Weicker, Jr., and discussed with him his request to interview Mr. Charles D. 
Brennan, the Special Agent in Charge in Alexandria, Virginia. His request 
to you was made as a result of a refusal by Brennan to talk to him without - 
prior authority from either you or me. He said that he was simply following 
up on his earlier conversation with V.illiam C. Sullivan and the relationship 
between the Internal Security Division of the Justice Department and the 
Domestic Intelligence Division of the FBI. Brennan at the time in question 
.(1969 - 71) worked for and was very close to Sullivan. V.’eicker seemed 
particularly interested in the claim that the FEI was harassing the Beacon 
Press when the latter was about to publish the Pentagon Papers. He claimed y 

that such harassment was a fact and not an allegation as far as he was con¬ 
cerned. He further expressed dismay that Archibald Cox’s jurisdiction seemed 
to be extending ever further from the confines of the V atergate Case. Ho said 
he had been against a special Prosecutor from the beginning and felt that your 
stewardship would have been more than adequate to assure fairness. He 
recognized that was water over the dam, but expressed continued irritation i 

over Cox’s involvement in any matters outside the strict confines of the 
Watergate. 


I told him that w r e w r ould make Brennan available to him for inter¬ 
view and that I would simply ask Brennan to apprise me of the contents of their 
conversation. He seemed happy with this decision and I will let you know what 
happens.

I have talked to the San Bernardino - CuurriTy Sheriff 
(Lt. Forebush) about this, and in effect he does not 
\ believe it. Howvor, no one has talked to *1ra. f J. 

/(Wood, who among others has seen Mr. Terry lntTie 
\presence of notable personssuch as Gov. Reagan and 
President Nixon on TV. He said that he had talked 
to the FBI. He may or nay not have done what he 
said, but he did (Mr. Terry) discuss with me at dinner, 
the Ellesburg breakin substantially before the fact 
was in the media. True or not, this matter makes a 
cloud in my life until it is cleared up. Mr. Terry 
aided me in certain matters^that this affects. 

The second problem contiorhs’ a leBEQ/'i^nd use permit , 
in an area also used by the FBI, in Los Padres National 
Forest called Frazier Peak. Mr. Terry aided me with 
obtaining a land use permit on Frazier Peak, however 
Mr. Terry and others have said that a man that workg; 
for/with the FBI by the name of Aide "Black Balled" 
us with the local Forest. Since this seemed with 
out causative action, I would like to have this 
reversed or at least discussed.

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I think that you can see my problem in going to 
U.S. Senator John V. Tunney and asking him to help 
me trace applications for a land use permit that 
were persued with Mr. Terry's help if Mr. Terry were 
Involved in Watergate. I could not in good conscience 
do this if it were to reflect adversely on Senator 
Tunney. 

I would like to say that one time before I assisted 
the F3I in solving a case. This was the case in 
Beverly HJlIIs where a man was stealing telephone 
equipment from the phone company and advertised the 
equipment on ham radio. I phoned an agent and 
told him what I had heard. He said that he would 
work with the phone company. It took some talking 
to make him believe that it was not a joke. It was 
also difficult to make him believe the extent of the 
operation (justification for involvement of FBI). 

It would be well to say that my knowlege is basicly 
limited to conversations with Mr. Terry and others.

During his recent appearance before the Senate 
Select Watergate Committee, former Assistant to the Presi¬ 
dent John D. Ehrllchman implied that the special White House 
intelligence-gathering group, now popularly known as the 
"Plumbers," had been created because of failure by the 
- FBI to vigorously press its investigation of Daniel Ellsberg 
and the June, 1971, disclosure of the highly classified 
"Pentagon Papers." At various times during his testimony, 
'Ehrlichman supported this allegation by these points: 

(a) J. Edgar Hoover, then Director of the FBI, was a close 
.friend of Ellsberg’s father-in-law, (b) former Attorney 
general John N. Mitchell Informed Ehrllchman the FBI was not 
conducting a rigorous investigation of the "Pentagon Papers" 
leak, and (c) former White House aide (and creator of the 
"Plumbers"unit) Egil Krogh, Jr., had reported to Ehrllchman 
he couldn't get the FBI moving. Ehrllchman is also on 
record as noting that the formation of the "Plumbers" finally 
forced the FBI to "wake up," and that by September 20, 1971, 
the FBI's investigation was progressing to the satisfaction 
of The White House. He also characterized FBI material 
furnished on August 3, 1971, to The White House concerning 
the Ellsberg Investigation as old, stale material drawn from 
tha^flies. 

The following information is pertinent to 
Mr. Ehrllchman's allegations: 
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(a) The FBI was requested on June 15, 1971, by 
then Attorney General Mitchell to investigate the disclosure 
of the "Pentagon Papers" based on the publication-on- Juno, la -) — 
1971, by "The New York Times" of the first of a series of 
articles purportedly based on these documents. 0a t/hantis?app?3 . 
day, June 15, 1971, Daniel Ellsberg was pinpointed by FBI 
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Mr. Archibald Cox 


investigation as the prime suspect, and unsuccessful efforts 
to locate Ellsberg for interview began. On June 23, 1971, 
Ellsberg's father-in-law, Louis Marx, was interviewed by 
the FBI at New York City, but was unable to furnish any in¬ 
formation concerning Ellsberg’s whereabouts or his possible 
relationship with the ’’Pentagon Papers” disclosure. 

(b) As noted above, Mr. Mitchell, on June 15, 

1971, ordered FBI investigation of the ’’Pentagon Papers" 
leak, and from that date forward the Internal Security 
Division, Department of Justice, was furnished with details- 
regarding the FBI's inquiry into this matter. This material 
was hand-carried to the appropriate Departmental attorneys 
on a daily basis, and important developments in the case were 
immediately brought to the attention of Mr. Mitchell by 
letter. There is no information on record in the files of the 
FBI relative to dissatisfaction on the part of Mr. Mitchell 
with the scope and/or conduct of the FBI’s investigation of 
Daniel Ellsberg. 


(c) Ehrlichman has noted in his testimony that 
at a White House conference held July 24, 1971, the President 
charged Egil Krogh, Jr., with responsibility for investigation 
of leaks of classified material to the n ews nMin Tn th < c 
tddltional cases invo!

"Pentagon Papers" matter, were then underway by the FBI. By 
letter dated July 29, 1971, President Nixon advised Mr. Hoover 
that Krogh had been directed to examine in depth the recent 
disclosures of classified material, and requested the FBI to 
furnish Krogh with (1) a comprehensive background paper on 
Daniel Ellsberg and (2) all information acquired to that date 
relating to seventeen individuals (one of whom was Daniel 
Ellsberg) named in an enclosure to this letter. Material re¬ 
quested was furnished to Krogh in memorandum form by letter 
dated August 3, 1971, and it appears this is the information 
characterized by Ehrlichman as old, stale file material.

Actually, this material, consisting of over 110 pages, 

Included a 20-page summary of all available background 
material concerning Daniel Ellsberg as well as a summary 
of pertinent investigation conducted by the FBI from 
June 15, 1971, to July 31, 1971, relative to the "Pentagon 
Papers" leak. 

By letter dated August 6, 1971, Krogh acknowledged 
receipt of the material furnished him by the FBI under date 
of August 3, 1971, and requested, with respect to FBI in¬ 
vestigation of leaks of classified data, that same be handled 
on a "Bureau special" basis. Krogh was informed by letter 
dated August 10, 1971, that this was being done. 

The term "special" denotes that an FBI investigation 
is to be handled on an expeditious and priority basis. From 
the outset, the IB I afforded the Ellsberg investigation urgent 
attention. Field offices were instructed to handle all leads 
expeditiously and to assure that sufficient manpower was assigned 
to the case. Results of investigation were reported by tele¬ 
type and the four principal offices (Boston, Los Angeles, 

New York, and the Washington Field Office) were required to 
submit daily teletype summaries of developments. The practice 
of treating a major investigation as a "special" is not unusual. 

Some idea of the urgency and thoroughness with which 
this case was handled can also be seen from the volume of mail 
generated as a result. For example, during the one-month period 
from mid-July, 1971, to mid-August, 1971, FBI Headquarters, 
Washington, D. C., received 270 teletypes, 71 airtels (an air¬ 
mail communication afforded same priority as a teletype), 14 
investigative reports and seven letters from various field 
offices relating to the Ellsberg investigation. The scope of 
the Ellsberg investigation may also be highlighted by com¬ 
parison with the well-publicized Watergate case. This investi¬ 
gation, which has been underway for over a year, presently 
consists of approximately 2,500 communications, constituting 
40 volumes. The Ellsberg case file had grown to approximately 
2,262 communications, constituting 40 volumes, by mid-November, 
1971, or only five months after initiation of this investi¬ 
gation.

This investigation was conducted as a consequence 
of a burglary of the office of Dr. Lewi shielding, Beverly 
Hills, California, Daniel Ellsberg's psychiatrist, for a 
twofold purpose: 1. To determine if sufficient evidence 
exists which would form the basis for prosecution under 
Title 18, United States Code, Section 641, showinm G. Gordon 
Liddy and E. Howard Hunt converted Government property to 
their own use or to the use of another without authority in 
the commission of the burglary; and 2. To determine whether 
the Conspiracy Statute, Title 18, United States Code, Section 371, 
may have also been violated by persons in addition to Liddy 
and Hunt in connection with the authorization and planning 
of the break-in. 


Background 


Information about the burglary of Dr. Fielding’s 
office first surfaced in April, 1973. Earl Silbert, United 
States Attorney's Office, Washington, D.C. (WDC), then 
conducting investigation into the Watergate incident, called 
Assistant Attorney General Henry E. Petersen, Criminal Division, 
Department of Justice, and advised him April 16, 1973, information 
had been received from John Dean or from Dean's attorneys that 
"Hunt and Company" burglarized Dr. Fielding's office. Dean or 
his attorneys apparently indicated at the time that information 
documenting Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) support for the 
burglary was previously furnished by CIA to the Watergate 
prosecutors. The allegation of burglary was subsequently 
substantiated in United States District Court, Los Angeles, 
California, site of the Ellsberg trial, when defense attorneys 
filed an affidavit from Dr. Fielding asserting his office 
was burglarized and ransacked sometime between September 
1971, although nothing had been stolen.

Egil Krogh, Jr., in an affidavit filed May *1, 1973 
in the Superior Court of the District of Columbia in connection 
with the Ellsberg trial, described how on or about July 15, 1971 
he was instructed by John D. Ehrlichman, Assistant to the 
President for Domestic Affairs, to form a Special Unit at the 
White House to coordinate a Government effort to determine the 
causes, sources and ramifications of the unauthorized disclosure 
of classified documents known as the Pentagon Papers. Krogh 
was then serving on the White House staff and was Ehrlichman's 
subordinate, David Young of the National Security Council, 

E. Howard Hunt and G. Gordon Liddy were also brought into this 
Unit. -Krogh,' in his affidavit, described'the pressure then, 
existing to identify the source of the leak of the Pentagon ''’ 
Papers and of other leaks and told how the President, in 
Ehrlichman's presence, instructed him to move ahead with greatest 
urgency. 


Krogh's affidavit stated information received indicated 
Daniel Ellsberg did not act alone in the disclosure of the 
Pentagon Papers. Information obtained by the Special Unit v 
made it imperative to determine whether this disclosure was 
an individual act, the act of a small grouD or the result of 
a wider conspiracy. Krogh cited a prior interview with 
Dr. Fielding conducted by the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI) which yielded negative results and Krogh noted that 
discussions among the Special Unit were conducted which indicated 
information in Dr. Fielding's possession might, hold a key to 
breaking the impasse; individuals who participated with Ellsberg 
may have been named; a psychological profile of Ellsberg 
could be put together with information derived from Dr. Fielding. 

Krogh said general authorization to engage in covert 
activity to obtain a psychological history or to ascertain 
Ellsberg's associates was thereafter given by Ehrlichman to 
the Special Unit. Hunt and Liddy formulated plans for getting 
the information from Dr. Fielding's office and they subsepuently 
visited California to determine the means of acquiring that 
information. Films of Dr. Fielding's office were brought back 
following the first trip to California. Certain of these 
films, according to Krogh, were left in a camera belonging 
to CIA and transmitted by CIA to the Department of Justice.

Krogh admitted in his affidavit that in his supervisory 
capacity he agreed to the burglary (mission) with the under¬ 
standing Hunt and Liddy would obtain the services of certain 
Cubans to accomplish the task. Funds to support the mission 
were obtained through an unknown intermediary after a request 
was made to Charles Colson, Special Counsel to the President. 
According to Krogh, Colson was not aware of the purpose of the 
mission. 

A second trip was undertaken in early September, 

.1971 to California to get the information .--Krogh said Hunt 
and Liddy subsequently reported to him the" second trip failed- 
to achieve its objective and they showed him photographs 
taken of destructive activity within Dr. Fielding's office. 

Krogh reported this to Ehrlichman. Ehrlichman then told 
Krogh to instruct Hunt and Liddy not to undertake additional 
covert activity, that the activity on the second trip far 
exceeded the scope of any covert activity previously authorized 
by him. • t 

John Ehrlichman, in an Interview April 27, 1973, 
admitted ho know beforehand Hunt and Liddy w^ro going to the 
West Coast to gather information for a "psychiatric profile'' 
on Ellsherg but said he had not authorized the burglary and 
ho wn:i riot told about It. tint 11 aft. or the event, when Ik* 
instructed that this not be done again. 

Felipe De Diego, 181*1 Southwest 92nd Place, Miami, 
Florida, in a statement given to Richard E. Gerstein, State 
Attorney, Miami, Florida, May 10, 1973, described how he 
and Eugenio Martinez were recruited in 1971 by Bernard L. 

Barker to burglarize Dr. Fielding's office. De Diego under¬ 
stood they were working for the Government. Barker told 
De Diego the group was headed by an ex-CIA man, Howard Hunt, 
who was also known to De Diego as "Eduardo". Subsequently 
all three, De Diego, Martinez, and Barker, traveled to 
California and burglarized Dr. Fielding’s office. According 
to De Diego he did not know the purpose of the mission, that 
he was to search for F.llsberg’s psychiatric file, until later 
when he, Martinez and Barker had actually gained entry to 
Dr. Fielding's office. De Diego and Barker searched fruitlessly 
for this file, while Martinez took photographs of the search 
activity. Martinez and Barker were defendants In the Watergate 
trial.

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Assistant Attorney General Petersen advised June 25, 
1973 that neither film nor camera allegedly used in connection 
with the burglary was sent to the Department by CIA. 

Mr. Petersen noted that in connection with the 
Watergate investigation, CIA had previously furnished the 
Department with two packages of documents, one package 
under cover letter from CIA to the Attorney General, the 
other under cover letter from CIA to himself. These packages 
contained biographic summaries on people having some relation¬ 
ship with Hunt, copies of certain document.§-previously furnished 
by CIA to the FBI and Xeroxed copies of photographs. 

Earl Silbert, United States Attorney’s Office, and 
Mr. Petersen examined the Xeroxed copies of photographs in 
connection with the Watergate investigation. There were 
six or seven Xeroxed copies of photographs. They were photo¬ 
graphs of what appeared to be the interior of a motel room. 

One photograph showed G. Gordon Liddy standing in a parking 
lot - this photograph also showed two signs bearing names 
"Rothburg" (ph) and "Fielding". The names meant nothing then 
to those familiar with the Watergate investigation. 

After John Dean furnished information to Silbert 
about the burglary of Dr. Fielding’s office, the Department 
double-checked the FBI files, sometime between April 18-20, 

1973, and it was then discovered Dr. Fielding had been previously 
interviewed by the FBI. This was the first time the Department, 
according to Mr. Petersen, recognized the significance of 
the photograph of the parking lot showing the sign with Dr. 
Fielding's name on it.

That testimony apparently promoted 
Assistant Attorney General Petersen to cause a file’ search which 
produced the packages with the Xeroxed copies of photographs. 
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One photograph showed a parking lot and it was then noted 
there were name plates on a wall in the parking lot reserving 
parking spaces. One name plate bore the inked-in notation 
’’reserved for Dr. Fielding”. The discovery of the inked-in 
name plate at this time in light of the previous disclosure 
about the burglary marked the first time the name "Fielding” 
took on any significance to Earl Silbert of the United States 
Attorney's Office, to Mr. Petersen or to anyone else in the 
Criminal Division of the Department. The discovery marked- 
a realization for the first time that photographs‘had been ’ 
made on the trip to the West Coast .by Hunt A ,Liddy, or others.' 
According to Mr.Maroney's knowledge, the time of this —^ 

discovery also marked the first occasion anyone in the 
former Internal Security Division of the Department had 
seen the photographs. 

Mr. Maroney said he contacted John Greaney, 
Assistant General Counsel, CIA, within a few days of the v 
discovery. Greaney checked with CIA people who had something 
to do with developing the film at Hunt's request and Greaney 
later advised Mr. Maroney the film and the camera had been 
returned to Hunt after the photographs were developed. All 
that CIA photographic laboratory personnel or whoever was 
involved in developing the film for Hunt had kept were 
the Xeroxed copies of the prints. 

Mr. John Martin, Chief, Analysis and Evaluation 
Unit, Internal Security Section, Criminal Division, Depart¬ 
ment of Justice, noted June 28, 1973 he formerly served as 
Chief, Analysis and Evaluation Section, Internal Security 
Division of the Department and in that capacity he was 
closely associated with the Ellsberg case. Mr. Martin, 
however, has no knowledge that film or a camera used in 
the burglary of the office of Ellsberg's psychiatrist was 
delivered to the Department. Mr. Martin recalled that sub¬ 
sequent to the discovery in April, 1973, of information 
about the burglary, a question arose in the Department about 
some material that reportedly had previously been sent to 
the Department by CIA.

Subsequent to the President's news conference last week ‘ 0, '* c ’*'*->-

This comment if made by any FBI official, certainly did not come from my 
office. I have not mentioned the word "embassies" to any reporter. Some 
have questioned me about the President's allegation that these alleged prior 
activities were publicly known and were told that I couldn't imagine what the <5 

President was referring to, although he had made a somewhat similar state- £ 

ment in his May 23rd speech and the Houston memorandum makes similar F 
allegations a matter of public record. The Houston memorandum also points 
out that the FBI had discontinued operations involving surreptitous entries.

Bob Rogers also asked me if I had any comment to make on the 
"Anagram Program" and I repeated to him what I had been telling the press 
throughout that the FBI had no comment to make on any aspect of this matter. 
In two or three of the contacts I was asked if Mr. Kelley did personally have 
any statement to make concerning these allegations and some inquiries were 
made as to whether Mr. Kelley would be personally available for interviewing 
I responded to each of these by stating that I did not anticipate that the FBI or 
Mr. Kelley personally would have any comment on this matter.
